In making his declaration, which evoked joy and hilar- 
ity in Rome, Berlin and Burgos, the Secretary of State

have thus far so scrupudpusly. followed”. should be de- 
feated. 
We must ask Secretary Hull: 
, Since when is permission to load four Nazi freight- 
ers with 20,000 aeial bombs each for use in. invading 
Spain “strict non-interference?” __ 

‘Since when is permitting Italian and. German fas- 
cism to purchase all the arms they desire in the U. 8S. 
for shipment to their stooge General Franco for use 
against Spanish democracy — for the bombardment of 
non-combatants in Spain—‘“strict non-interference?” 

Since when can Mr. Hull speak of “strict non-inter- 
ference” in Spain erroneously saying it is a war between 
“two parties”? The whole world knows that here is 
direct intervention against Spanish democracy by Ger- 
man-and Italian fascism in alliance with the Franco fas- 
cists. 

Since When is depriving the recognized, lawful, 
friendly and democratic government of Spain of all 
means of defending herself from a fascist rebellion and 
intervention, “strict non-interference?” 


Indeed, we insist, this is interference on the side of

LONDON, May 13.—Konrad Hen- 
lein, “Czechoslovakian Hitler,” to- 
day “informally” conferred with 
Tory government officials as the 
Foreign Office tried to quell public 
fears regarding Henlein’s surprise 
visit.

An Unfriendly Act - 
Toward the British People 


® In denying a visa to William Gallacher, 
famous member of British Parliament, be- 
cause he is a Communist, the State Depart- 
ment has refused entry to a democratically 
elected representative of the British people. 

That is both a denial of the democratic 
traditions of America and an unfriendly act 
towards the British people. It is alsé a 
truckling to the Hearsts and the Tory red- 
baiters. 

The State Department acted on the 
basis of the witch-hunting provisions of the 


Act of October 16, 1918, as amended by the 


Act of June 5,:1920. These laws purport to 
bar from the country all persons who “ad- 


vocate the overthrow of the government. 


with force or violence’—a category which, 
plainly, does not apply to Gallacher. 

The real position of the Communist 
-Party—which.is, incidentally, well known— 
was given recently by Earl Browder, its 
General Secretary, as follows: : 


“The Communist Party does not advocate 
force and violence. The Communist Party op- 
poses the overthrow of American democracy. On 
the contrary, it supports American democracy 
and urges the widest possible common front of 
supporters of democracy in order te maintain it.” 


Likewise, Gallacher is a member of the 


Executive Committee of the Communist In- . 
ternational, which wholeheartedly seeks to. 


maintain and extend democracy against the 
world-wide fascist menace, 

Moreover, Gallacher sought to attend the 
10th National Convention of the Communist 


Party, which begins in Madison Square Gar- - - 


den on May 25. And this is a legal conven- 
tion of a legal American party. The U. S. 
Consul General Jenkins, in London, who 
first denied the visa, appears to be much 
closer to the pro-fascist Chamberlain gov- 
ernment than he is to the principles of 
American demoeracy. , 

In an opposite direction, the State De- 
partment is exceedingly accommodating to 
the agents of international fascism who 
roam the country spying, plotting violence 
and assassination against President Roose- 
velt—and thus, endangering the peace and 
security of the American people. 

Wide was the door opened to such as 
Hanfstaengl, Hitler’s agent; Calles, the 

~ Mexican fascist; and Vittorio Mussolini, 
whelp of the Rome butcher. Once admitted, 
these fascist henchmen carry on their sub- 
versive conspiracies against Amerian democ- 
racy with their-Wall Street allies. 

But the American people have cause to 
welcome Gallacher. The people rejoice at 
his vigorous fight in the British Parliament 
for world peace and democracy and against 
the shameless supporty which the Tory 
Chamberlain government is giving the fas-

From all accounts, Mussolini had agreed to support 
the Nazi designs on Czechoslovakia, provided they 


could be arranged through London in the manner of 


the rape of Austria. 

~The details of whatever déal the Tories may want 
to put over through the Nazi puppet Henlein are being. 
perfected in Berlin. 

The Tories are too old and too cunning intriguers 
te discuss anything important with the nincompoop 
Henlein when their objective is to settle matters with 
Hitler, . 

But, from all appearances, it was agreed to keep - 
Berlin out of the picture as much as possible to make 
it appear that a “Czech” solution is being undertaken. 

© 

However, the Nazi cat is already out of the bag. 
The British Foreign Office and the London cables 
strove to conceal the fact that Henlein did not come 
directly from Czechoslovakia to’ London.’ He was. or- 
dered to Berlin first, where he got his instructions 
from the British Ambassador, and from Hitler. A 
brief cable from Berlin said: “Konrad Henlein, the 
Sudeten German leader, who arrived in London, 
stopped over in Rome for consultation with official 
quarters.” 

In other words, Henlein is an envoy of Hitler. 

The Tories regard him as the possible link to 
connect the Anglo-Italian deal to the strengthened 
Rome-Berlin axis, and a proposed Anglo-Nazi agree- 
ment. A “solution” of the Czech’ question is neces- 
sary in order to forge this link. 

That the real Tory aim is an Anglo-Nazi under- 
standing at the expense of Czechoslovakia, just as the 
seizure of Austria prepared the way for the Anglo- 
Italian deal, is confirmed by that most ardent aristo- 
cratic friend of the Nazis, Chamberlain’s adviser, the 


Marquis of Londonderry. 


In the fireworks debate over the long-brewing air 
construction scandal, Lord Londonderry in the House 
of Lords tried to calm matters by forecasting a future 
deal with Nazi Germany that would make up for the 
British aviation lag. 


. 

Now Henlein’s visit creates dangerous difficulties 
for the Chamberlain Cabinet. This is why Winston 
Churchill, so-called Conservative critic of Chamber- 
lain’s pro-fascist policy, was chosen to be the first to 


- meet Henlein. Few should be fooled by this little act. 


The fact, however, that the Tories are willing to 
chance exposure of their game indicates that an un- 
derstanding with Hitler has reached the stage where 
they can afford such risks. . 

Henlein’s reception by the Chamberlain govern- 
ment, either openly or secretly, or even through such 
dodges as first talking to an “opposition” Tory, is 
bound to whip up tremendous popular indignation, 
coming as it does when the echo of Halifax's shame- 
ful speech at Geneva has hardly died down. 

Just what is Tory policy with regard to Czecho- 
slovakia? Bluntly it can be said that they are for 
giving Hitler as much ‘of this Central European bul- 
wark of democracy and peace as they can possibly 
get away with. Chamberlain desires above all to 
create the conditions whereby the Czech Republic will 
meet the fate of Austria. The Tories want a dry 
murder. 


When the whole world was struck with the ominous : 


portent of Henlein’'s flight to London, the New York 
Times, always “paralleling” the British Tories, rele- 
gated to an inside page their.important London cable 
on this central subject by Robert P. Post. We wish 
to stress the following two short paragraphs in that 


interesting document which give the key to Tory policy - 


concerning Czechoslovakia: 

“British officialdom hag been very worried over 
such an invasion (threatened by Hitler against | 
Czechoslovakia) because of fear that Czechoslovakia 
would put up enough resistance to start a war in 
which Frarice and so Britain would tbe involved— 
and Armageddon would have started, 

“The British government’s best hope, from this 
standpoint, if German tanks began to roll toward 
Prague as they did toward Vienna, would be that, 
as in the case of Austria, there would te either no 
resistance or such ineffectual resistance that France 
would be faced with a fait accompli before she 
could mobilize.”

For if he does not hurry, 
she is suggesting, with feet tapping 
to and fro in modern style, there 
are others to choose from in the 
wide circle around her. 

She relents a little, however, 
spinning around him familiarly in 
a typical Ukrainian slide step, 
while he, warming to her rhythm, 
is already clapping his hands. The 
circle of women is now a melange 
of whirling skirts, with the men 
digzily turning on their heels in 
accompainment. The wheezy tune 
of the bayan (a kind of accordion) 
is slowing down as the woman 
makes a final turn, stamping her 
heels squarely on the ground be- 
fore her man, her arms akimbo, 
her head at a defiant angle.

CONTEMPORARY ONE ACT PLAYS. Ed- 
ited and selected by William Kozlenko. 
268 pages. Charles Scribner’s Sons, $2.00.

This collection comprises ten 
plays, which are classified as Radio 
Piays, Comedy Plays (sic), Folk 
Plays, and Social Drama. These 
categories seem to be-a- matter of 
convenience, rather than an ac- 
curate de&cription of the plays, for 
Sherwood Anderson's Textiles, for 


instance, although written for the | 


radio, would fit very well into the 
section entitled “Social Drama;” 
and E. P. Conkle’s Hawk A’Flying 
would be more acceptable as a “Folk 
Play” than as a “Comedy Play,” 
which is presumably a tautology for 
“comedy.” 

Mr. Kozlenko’s interesting little 
introduction discusses the increasing 
importance of radio plays, and Mr. 
Anderson's Textiles is a fine example 
of what can be done in this com- 
paratively new field. Although so 
slight, Textiles is bound to awaken 
memories of Hauptmann’s The 
Weavers. ‘Tyxtiles is a play which 
deserves wide production. 


William Saroyan’s The Man with 
the Heart in the Highlands is, I sup- 
pose,“a“tnaracteristic production of 
& man who himself admits that he 
is a great writer. An audience of 
equally great writers would perhaps 
find it both profound and amusing; 
for the laity, however, Mr. Saroyan's 
little work seems to be the literary 
result of writing with the tongue in 
the cheek. 


Over the Teacups, by Percival 
Wilde, discusses a la Barrie the 
trials of indigent gentlewomen con- 
sequent on the depression, with 4 
dash of Maupassant’s La Parure 
thrown in for good measure. The 
result is of the same sickly sweet- 
ness aS the tea the old ladies prob- 
ably drank. 

Josephina Niggli’s This Bull At 
Nutmeg and Virgi! Baker’s Spanish 
Diggin’s (“Folk Plays”) are fairly 
amusing, but both are very uneven 
in their dramatic, as distinct from 
their literary, quality.
